OLDEN TIME CUSTOMS 


Lent and Easter Observed in 


the United States Since 


the Civil 
War. 


MANDATUM NOVUM DO VOBIS 


The year, from the point of view of 


the church, is approaching its climax. 
The greatest feast day on the calendar, 
oot even excepting Christmas, is at 
hand. Easter is supreme in significance 
to the Christian because it floods with 
light the corner-stone of his faith, the 
fact of the resurrection. 


The Morning of Spring. 


Our word Easter is derived from the 


name of the Saxon goddess. Ostara, Os 
terr, orEastre. She was the deification 
of the East, or morning of 
spring. 


April was called by the Saxons the Ens- 
tie month. There were many Easter 
customs deep-rooted in the hearts of the 
Teutonic people, and they indulged in 
festivities which were no more than joy- 
ous outbursts at the awakening of na- 
ture, the source of their life. These fes- 
tivities coincided with the spring festi 
vals and flower shows of pagan Kome, 
and ia point of time with the Jewish 
Passover, the feast of deliverance. 


Lent and Easter were not only neg- 


lected in the United states but were 
actually frowned 
down on severely 


through the influence of Puritanism 
until a recent 
time. Virginia, Mary- 


land and Louisiana alone kept the fast 
and the feast generally, these being 
Catholic centers. Small communities of 
Anglicans and Lutherans, also observed 
the season, being ritualistic. The Civil 
war mode Eaater a universal day ot eel 
ebration, 
probably 
because of the 


countless desolate homos turning mourn- 
ers to the beautiful hope of theressurec- 
tion. The most non-ceremnonial of con- 
gregati'jns have gone from an annual 
Easier sermon to special choral music, 
to lilies on the altar, or, more properly 
speaking, the backing ot the communion 
rail or pulpit rostrum with these stately 
blossoms. Even 
the observation of 


Good Friday is shown in special 
prayer 


meetings. But by far the 
greatest 


number of Americans are ignorant of 
the significance ot the stason. 


Tills Week is Holy Week. 


The week closing Lent and interven- 


ing between Palm Sunday and Easter is 
called in the ritualistic churches holy 
week; sometimes the week of sorrows. 
It is replete with days of majestic im- 
port. If the church, speaking broadly, 
and catholicity, has been the inspirer of 
•rt under its many forms, this inspira- 
tion has most vitally proceeded from the 
significance of the week about to close. 
This is the vital time. The ceremonies 
of holy week hold in themselves the 
principles of art, being dramatic in the 
highest, noblest sense. 


Palm Sunday commemorates the tri- 


umphant entrance of the Savior into 
Jerusalem, and also the beginning of 
the passion. The one crowds quickly 
upon the other. The church is forced to 
concentrate its lesson, though in reality 
the events lay not far apart. The dram- 
atic procession of the palms in the papal 
chapels of St. Peter'p is followed imme- 
diately by the opening of that service 
commemorating the sublime tragedy ot 
the passion of Jesus. 


A New Commandment 


During Monday and Tuesday the 


ritualistic churches had no public office. 
With Wednesday evening the Tenebra; 
began. The word means darkness, and 
the service is commemorative of the 
darkness ot the world when the Savior 
died. In the Roman church candles are 
gradually extinguished while the La- 
mentations of Jeremiah are sung. 
The 


institution of the eucbarist is celebrated 
Thursday, and this duy gets its name 
Maundy Thursday from the words said 
nt the last supper: "A new command- 
ment give I unto you" (Mandatum 
novum do vobis). 


The consecrated elements are carried 


to a side altar, known for the time as the

patches regarding Tuesday's engage- 
ment at Sunday River 
camp. 
The 


Boers began by shelling the British 
with a six-inch gun mounted on one of 
the spurs of the Biggarsberg. Gen. 
Buller ordered his big guns to reply, 
and an intermittent practice followed. 
The British troops also manned 
the 


trenches and opened rifle flre, but so 
far as known little damage was done 
on either side. The Daily Mail's cor- 
respondent is .of the opinion that the 
Boers used their cannon at long range 
as a mere blind to draw attention from 
a contemplated move in another direc- 
tion, the nature of which the British 
are unable to discover. Gen. Buller is 
also apparently ia the dark regarding 
the extent of the Boer force or the 
exact positions they occupy. There is 
a belief in the British camp that the 
Boers are no longer in force behind 
Matawanas Kop, a hill 
some miles 


northeast of Elandslaagte. To prevent 
sudden raids Gen. Buller has sent his 
cavalry to watch all the passes. The 
British 
infantry 
is at 
present in- 


trenched from Jononos Kop to Jobs 
Kop, holding a line thirteen- miles 
long. Jononos Kop was one of the 
positions held by the Boers in .the bat- 
tle of Elandslaagte on Oct. 21. The 
naval guns are in position upon the 
actual 
battlefield 
of 
Elandslaagte, 


about the center of the British line. 
They now number 
seven or 
eight 


heavy guns, among them two or three 
six-inch. The others are 4.7-inch cali- 
bers. 


Lord Roberts' official dispatches ad- 


mit that the Boers are still active in 
the Orange Free State, but make no 
mention ot the third Soer victory, al- 
leged to have taken place at Meer- 
katsfontein. This fact is accepted by 
some of the London papers as evidence 
that the report is a fake; but it does 
not necessarily follow, for the reason 
the British have bean slow of late in 
reporting their reverses. Lord Roberts 
says that one Boer commando is on 
the Orange river, near Aliwal North, 
and that another is attacking Wepen- 
er, which place, however, is not only 
holding out but has inflicted a-heavy 
loss upon the Boers. Messages from 
other sources state that 'the British 
casualties in Monday's fighting at 
Wepener were eleven killed and forty- 
one wounded. There is no news later 
than Tuesday from the detachment at 
Wepener, as the weather is cloudy and 
the heliograph therefore useless.

"Washington, April 13.—The house 


Wednesday afternoon, after three and 
one-half 
hours' debate, passed the 


Puerto Rican bill by a vote of 161 to 
153. 
It will now go to the president, 


and he is expected to place his signa- 
ture to it Thursday. Most of its pro- 
visions will take effect May 1. 


Speeches were made during the dis- 


cussion of the bill by Mr. Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania, Mr. Richardson (dem.) 
of Tennessee, Messrs. Warner, Hopkins 
and Loriraer of Illinois and Mr. Payne 
of New York. The Hawaiian bill was 
sent to conference just .before the 
house adjourned. 


With little debate of importance the 


senate passed the Pacific cable bill, a 
measure appropriating $3,000,000 for 
the construction of a cable line be- 
tween San Francisco and Honolulu. 
The bill was unanimously reported by 
the committee on naval affairs, and 
that it was passed without serious ob- 
jection is regarded as a compliment to 
the committee. 
During the greater 


part of the session the District of Co- 
lumbia appropriation bill was under 
consideration. 
As passed it carries 


nearly $8,000,000.

THE PENSION ACT OP 189O. 


Amendment to Create Conrt of Pension 


Appeal*. 


Washington, April 12.—It is likely 


another attempt is to be made to 
make more elastic the pension act of 
1890 which abnormally increases the 
pension rolls. From time to time of- 
ficers of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public have expressed their displeasure 
with the decisions of the board of pen- 
sion appeals, which 
have rejected 


many claims as unworthy. That there 
has been a standing feud between the 
G. A. R. and Commissioner Evans of 
the pension department has been made 
clear upon the floor of the lower house 
during the consideration of the ap- 
propriation bill granting the salary for 
his office and whenever private bills 
are under discussion. The merits of 
the case are hard to determine. Com- 
missioner Evans has, nevertheless, ob- 
tained warm indorsement from certain 
quarters for the impartial and judicial 
manner in which he has passed upon 
pension claims. The G. A. R. has sub- 
mitted to the house oommittee on in- 
valid pensions an amendment creating 
a court of pension appeals, whose de- 
cisions shall be final and to which all 
contested claims are referred. It is pro- 
posed incidentally to advance the age 
limit on which pensions are to be,al- 
lowed and increase from J96 to J250 
the amount of annual income which a 
widow may have without forefiting her 
right to a pension. 


Legislation is to be urged at this 


session of congress by the 
commis- 


sioner of immigration to establish an 
inspection service along the Canadian 
frontier to prevent immigrants from 
slipping over the border from Canada 
who are rejected at 
American ports 


because of the prohibition laws denn- 
ing educational and moral standard. 
A bill has likewise been introduced in 
the senate, in view of . the present 
unrivaled influx of immigrants from 
southern Europe, to make the restric- 
tion laws more rigid. 
Commissioner 


of Immigration Powderly is authority 
for the assertion that the immigration 
for the current 
year will aggregate 


over half a million and may eclipse 
the highest 'record of 1892, when 623.- 
084 immigrants arrived in this coun- 
try. It is generally believed that the 
fear of military service and impend- 
ing wars, coupled wifli the prosperous 
condition in this conn-try, attracts the 
natives of foreign countries to Ameri- 
can shores to gain livelihoods. An 
average of .10,000 immigrants are be- 
ing received weekly a' New York. 
Many oE them arc industrious, honest 
peasants who are migrating to the 
Northwest and Middle West agricul- 
tural states. 


Quay's friends in the 
senate are 


working vigorously to obtain a ma- 
jority of votab in his behalf when the 
question of seating the Pennsylvania 
appointee is finally to be voted upon 
two weeks hence. 
The rejection of 


Clark of Montana, by ihc committee 
en privileges acted somewhat gloom- 
ily upon the spirits of the Quayites, 
but they are confident they can obtain 
enough votes to seat the former sena- 
tor. 
Another disagreeable feature for 


the Quay faction is the apparent dis- 
integration of the Quay machine in 
Pennsylvania as evidenced at 
the 


primary elections.
